CARL SCHURZ 


ON THE INDIAN QUESTION. 

New York, March 15.—At a meeting to-night 
for the purpose of raising funds for the educa- 
tion of young Indians, ex-Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Schurz was introduced by the Rev. Dr. Hitch- 
cock, President of the Union Theological Semi- 
vary, and said that in his administration as Sec- 
retary of the Interior be couid look back with 
pleasure to the interest he had taken in the In- 
dians, Wise statesmen of the past thought the 
Indian question could be settled by grant- 
ing them a reservation on which they 
could live in their own way unmolested. 
This theory was exploded,and he advocated giv- 
ing them individual tracts of land the same as 
the whites, and thus by degrees making them 
good citizens of Indian descent. They were ca- 
pable of education, and made good truders and 
small farmers. In educating them it was not 
only necessary toteach them how to write, but 
also how to live and mrke a living when taught. 
Though they returned to their families, they did 
not, as many supposed, return to their former 
way or living, but were

y others. There were but 50,000 of these chil- 
2. and, though it might be a work of time, 
they could be educated. The reservations, he 
thougbt, would eventually be taken ffom them, 
as, in the march of railroads and settlers West- 
ward, quarrels would arise, and the Gov- 
ernment would decide in favor of progress. 
Most of these were honest and industrious, 
many being employed by the Government as 
freighters. They should be taught the smail in- 
dustries, as well as being educated. This was a 
work of time and could not be perfected basti- 
ly He advocated the support of the scbools at 
ampton and Carlisle. on.

BEECHER ON SLUGGARDS. 


POINTED ALLUSIONS TO MEN WITO SAY THE 
WORLD OWES THEM A LIVING.

Henry Ward Beecher said, in Plymouth 
Church yesterday morning, that theology was 
now going through an evolution, and was ad- 
vancing every day. Men were getting beyond 
the old formulations of truth.

Specu ation-—Profits of the 
French Government by Its Monopoly 
of the Sale of Tobacco. 


Bismarck, finding the monopoly of tobacco 
manufacture to be a rominent source of pros- 
perity to the French Government, propuses the 
same system forGermany. In the seventeenth 
1 the French Government assumed the 

right to control the manufacture of tobacco, and 
in 1647 transferred the monopoly of manufacture 
to contractors, who agreed to pay for the privil- 
ewe a sum based on the probabie earnings. This 
system wasin operation until the reign of the 
first Napoleon, when a commission appointed 
at him reported that the only way of benefiting 

h the Government and consumers would be 
~ — Je. State tomauufacture tobacco exclusive- 
ly. The reasons given werethat the work being 
under one control would dispense with nine- 
tenths of the general — which would be 
ineurred by individual manufacturers. The 
credit and capitalof the State being greater 
tban that of any individual, it could make use 
of all new discoveries and machines for simpli- 
tying labor, and thus reduce the cost: it would 
abolish all expenses of show, advertising. high- 
priced stores, et., and, baving no interest in 
mak iug a profit to the disad vautage of the con- 
sumer, would avoid all adulterations. The sys- 
tem went into practice io 1810 and has not since 
undergone any modifications. In 1811 the sales 
reac * over 50,000.00 . francs. the expenses be- 
ing 1 000, and the net profit being over 10. 
in 1878 the receipts * — 7.000.000 
— the expenses a t 000.000. and the 
net profit over 832,000,000. In “his sixty-seven 
years the expenses were but little more than 
doubled while the net profits had increased sev- 
teen fold. As cigars, which constituted the 
principal part of the uction, are made al- 
most exclusively by uni. the reduction of ex- 
penses and the great growth of receipts were 
chietiy accounted for by the division in manual 
labor when united in large masses ufider one 
administration. The manfacture of matches is 
also a Government monopoly. and the profit

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Discovery of a Land Swindle In- 
volving Six Millions of 
Acres.

GREAT LAND SWINDLE. 
Special Disvatch to The Chheago Tribune, 

CLEVELAND, O., March 15.—Oriando Van Hise 
and George Lina, well-known real-estate aeal- 
ers of this city, and John K. Corwin, a Notary 
Public, were arrested to-day by the United 
States authorities on the charge of conspiring to 
defraud the Government by means of false affi- 
davits concerning land titles, and causing the 
same to bo transmitted to the General Land-Of- 
tice for the purpose of defrauding the United 
States. The first two detendants are believed to 
belong to an organized party, which has de- 
frauded the Government out of many thousand 
acres of land in Missouri, operating un- 
der the firm name of the Internationai 
Land Company, with headquarters at St. Louis, 
and branch offices at New York, Pittsburg, 
Cleveland, London, England, and Hesslingen, 
Germany. The plan of action has been to ob- 
tain from the Government by fraudulent affida- 
vits patents to lands claimed to have been -pur- 
chased before the War at 12% cents per acre un- 
der the provisions of the actof 1854. At the 
breaking out of the War the Land-Office at 
Ironton, Mo., was stocked with patents issued 
upon the application of settlers, but which 
could not be delivered until the applicants 
had resided upon the lands for two years. 
During the War the records were thrown into 
confusion, and hundreds, if not thousands, of 
the patents were stolen or destroyed. Since the 
War the Government has issued probably sev- 
eral thousand patents to persons who swore they 
had made application for land, paid for and 
lived upon the same, but, in the confusion 
caused by the Rebellion, had not yet received 
their full titles to the land. It has been aiscov- 
ered that a great portion of these patents were 
issued to persons connected with the Interna- 
tional Land Company, who signed fictitions 
names to the affidavits and other documents, and 
then sold the land to innocent parties. These 
irauds have been practiced to an enormous ex- 
tent, and Special- Agent Patrick Tyrrel has been 
engaged for the past two years in working up 
cases in all of the above-named cities. He ar- 
ranged to have arrests made’ simultaneously in 
all the places, and last evening telegraphed to 
United States Marshal Goodspeed here to take 
into custody all the Cleveland men above named. 
They were taken before Commissioner White, 
and a hearing was set for March 2. Van Hise 
and Linn were sent to jall in default of $5,000 
ball, ana Corwin was released on a bond of 
$2,500. It is understood that indictments have 
been found against them by a special Grand 
Jury at St. Louis, and they will probably be 
taken there for trial.

Sr. Lous, Mo., Mareh 15.—What promises to 
unearth a big Goverument- land swindle was the 
arrest to-day of Robert F. Lindsay, a well- 
known attorney of St. Louis, and son of James 
Lindsay, at one time United States Register of 
Lands at Ironton, Mo., by Government-Op- 
erative Tyrrel, who is well known in Cnicago. 
At the same time that Lindsay was arrested 
here, other arrests were made elsewhere, and all 
of men iu good standing. Three were taken at 
Cleveland at 10 o'clock this morning. They 
are Orlando Van Hise, George Linn, and 
J. K. Corbin. Linn is an attor 
ney. The others are im the land business. 
At the same time these were arrested, Addison 
F. Burns and H. R. McClellan were taken into 
custody at Pittsburg, Pa. There are other ar- 
rests to be made here, and the partiesin each 
case gre said to be men who hold prominent 
positions in the business world. The charge 
against all is conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment cut of lands by issuing false deeds pur- 
parsing to convey thetities. There have been 
and frauds in the State of Missouri, reach- 
ing back over a period of twenty 
years, and covering in all some eight 
millioos of acres, which, it is expected, 
through the litigation ensuant upon these ar- 
rests will be reclaimed by the Government. It 
appears by intelligence received from Wasbing- 
ton that the Interior Department has long be- 
lieved that ny pea frauds bad been perpe- 
trated in the Land-Offices, and the ss 
has been making every effort to secure the 
petrators. The lapse of time, however, — 
the frauds, and the fact that the 2 Impli- 
cated have been peculiarly well a defeat 
the investigation on account of their official 
sition, has hitherto beld detection at bay. The 
leak was sprung in the southeastern part of this 
State, where. in investigating irregularities in 
the Land-Oflice at Ironton, the beginning of a 
system of frauds was discovered which will 
end, as stated above, in the restitution to the 
Goverement of millions of acres of fraudulent- 
ly entered land. Mr. Lindsay, who was spoken 
to by THE TRIBUNE'S correspondent, said t he 
wes an innocent man. His father, who was 
Rewister of Lands at [ronton, as noted, was re- 
moved during the Hayes Administration, and 
his record is considered a clear one. But, dur- 
ing the latter's term of office, thousands of land 
patents disappeared, and this is perhaps the cause 
of his son's arrest. District-Attorney Bliss was 


interviewed, and said that the frauds were com- 
menced under the lead law of August, 1854. 
Under that law land was sold from 81 to 12% 
cents an acre. The scheme adopted was to give 
laborers $1 to come to the frout and claim land. 
They would de given the deed to the land, it 
being understc that the Register of Lands 
was to hold the patent to such ground until the 
purchaser filed of that he had settied — 
cultivated it. This proof consisted . 1. i 
duvit of the settler and one 

laborers who purchased the 
ground right over to other parties w 
signed affidavits as above, before the land 
wus either settied or cultivated, as was required 
by law. Inthis way the great bulk of the land 
mentioned above fell into the hands of persons 
who had no right to it, lor part of the bargain 
whon the land was sold was that the purchaser 
should cultivate it. ‘That is the reason it was 
sold at such a low figure. Instead, however, of 
it falling into the hands of men who would settle 
upon it, it became tne property, by the above 
fraudulent means, of men who to- are 
among the wealthiest in the land. Noth of 
the above arrests were given to the press until 
late to-night, the object being to keep the mat- 
ter quiet until other arrests were made.

Some of the Eastern newspapers usually 
accurate in such matters—the New York 
Times among the number—are wrong on the 
subject of the existing Congressional vacan- 
cles. There are no vacancies in the districts 
formerly represented by Senator Hawley, of 
Connecticut, and Senator Mitchell, of Penn- 
sylvania. Senator Hawley ined a re- 
election and Senator Mitchell was not re- 
nominated. The only vacancies are in Mr. 
Frye's district in Maine, Mr. Conger's dis- 
trict in Michigan, and Fernando Wood’s dis- 
triet in New York City. Mr. L. P. Morton, 
lately appoluted Minister to France, has not 
yet resigned, and probably will not until it is 
known whether an extra session is to be held 
ornot. If an extra session should be called 
after the 20th of April Mr. Conger’s seat 
would then be filled by John T. Rich; and 
the vacancy in Maine and that in New York 
City, one being in a Repablican and the 
other in a Democratic district, would have 
the effect of a pair.

THE adoption of the constitutiona! amend- 
ments in Indiana is worth from 3,000 to 5,000 
votes to the Republican party. The Demo- 
crats can carry any election which is to be 
carried by improper means nine times out of 
ten. They have had the advantage at all the 
October elections in Indiana. because they 
have been more skiliful than their opponents 
in manipulating voters, importing repeaters, 
bribing the venal, and bullying and ing 
the weak and ignorant. The change of In- 
diana from an October to a November State 
will save a quarter of a million dollars to the 
campaign fund of each of the two great 
parties. About half of the expense of Pres- 
idential campaigns in the last twenty years 
has been caused by the efforts of both par- 
ties to “carry Indiana.’’ The corruption 
and demoralization of voters caused by these 
efforts have been sickening. A considerable 
number of voters in the State have been edu- 
cated from early manhood to look upon the 
suffrage as an article of merchandise. 
Still others, who would not conde- 
scend to sell their own yotes or to buy 
those offered for sale, close their eyes upon 
acts of corruption going on all around them, 
and even contribute money which they are 
morally convinced will be used for sue pur- 
poses. The suffrage laws have been so loose 
that everything wearing a pair of trousers 
was looked upon as an integral part of the 
sovereign people,“ and the holding of the 
election in advance of those of other States 
gave the repeaters, ballot-box stuffers, and 
professional bummers of the whole country 
an opportunity to flock thither and still take 
care of their own districts at home. All this 
will now be changed. Improved suffrage 
and registration laws will make frauds diffi- 
cult, andeasy of detection. The holding of an 
election. simultaneously with most other 
States will keep foreign mercenaries away. 
It will no longer be expedient to blockade 
the State against outsiders or to picket the 
polls and patrol the borders. Nor will it be 
necessary to levy on the whole Union for a 
corruption fund for Indiana. Othello's oc- 
cupation’s gone.

THE STRUGGLE AGAINST BOURBONISM. 
That was an historic scene in the Senate 
when the Southern Bourbons, under the 
leadership of Ben Hill, of Georgia, sought 
to whip the independent Mahone, of Vir- 
ginia, into the ranks of the Demo-Corfed- 
erate party. It had asignificance far beyond 
the sensational display of a forensic teu 
ment, or even the temporary advantage 
organizing the present Senate. It seems tp 
have been the last desperate struggle of the 
Seuthern Bourbons to assert their strength 
by the old methods of coercion, menace, and 
exclusion. Ben Hill was the representative 
and spokesman for the stone-wall kind of 
Bourbons who have been accustomed to 
brook no opposition to their mandates, and 
whe have resorted variously to so-called 
chivalry, to avowed intimidation and vio- 
lenee, and to poorly-concealed deception and 
fraud to compel submission from the dis- 
affected, and to overcome the resistance even 
of majorities. Mahone stood for the 
new spirit at the South which is 
disposed to rebel against the over- 
bearing domination eof the Bourbon 
leaders and assert the right of individual 
opinion. It was a struggle of giants. The 
elements back of the two menin the arena 
give a National importance to the issue of 
this struggle. The victory was with Mahone. 
The alliance he found in the Republican 
party wasin the direct line of Republican 
progress. The Rebellion was conquered by 
the sword. The sentiment of Nationalism 
must be encouraged by supporting the men 
who lead revolts against Bourbonism, sec- 
tionalism, intimidation, ostracism, and oli- 
garchy in Southern politics. 

Hill oecupied the vantage-ground in the 
opening of the struggle. He proceeded upon 
a well-trodden and familiar path. He had 
enjoyed abundant experience in elevating 
party, section, and State above patriotism and 
the Nation. He had engaged often in ag- 
gressive assaults upon those who dared to 
question the supremacy of Bourbon dictation, 
and he was surrounded and backed by men 
who had been accustomed to the triumph of 
the bulldozer. Upto the very last he was 
apparently unwilling to believe that the 
Bourbon whip would fail when applied to a 
man representing a Southern constituency. 
Hence his coolness and confidence. But be-

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covert insult and every guarded epithet which 
he directed against Mahone was turned back 
upon Hill pith a keener edge and redoubled 
force. Nor was Hill able to withdraw from 
the contest whieh he imposed upon Mahone 
without demonstrating that the latter was 
the stancher Southron according to the ehiv- 
alrie gauge, as he was the readier to resent 
personally any affront put upon him and to 
make good by trial of battle any issue be- 
tween the two. 

Mahone occupied a trying position in the 
struggle which Ben Hill forced, He was new 
to the Senate. He could not help feeling the 
constraint which the atmosphere of the Sen- 
ate Chamber imposes upon a young member. 
He was prepared to follow his convictions, 
but naturally inclined to postpone the con- 
test which the assertion of such convictions 
was pretty sure to bring on sooner or later. 
When he could no longer with self-respect 
remain silent under the taunts and goading 
of the Georgia Senator, his hot Irish blood 
rushed to his head, and to that extent 
placed him at a disadvantage with his 
cooler adversary. But he made up in 
earnestness, frankness, and a sense of right 
and personal courage for his lack of skill in 
debate and practice in satire. Hill found 
him to be a fighter, and the struggle left ne 
doubt that there was one man in the Senate 
from the South who had become an uncom- 
promising foe of Bourbon intimidation, Al! 
of Hill’s coolness, deliberation, and skill did 
not protect him against making the breach 
between Mahone and the Bourbons perma- 
nent and impassable. 

Mahone is not a man without a following. 
His election to the Senate was thie result of a 
personal canyass against the very class of 
men for whom Hill spoke. His vindication 
of his independence will increase his strength 
at home and encourage the development of 
similar independence iu every community in 
the South where free men are fretting under 
the dictation of Bourbon dosses and have 
become disgusted with dulldozing methods. 

Senator Hoar’s appearance in the debate 
was like that of a Judge delivering the ver- 
dict of the country. Itcame at a time when 
a judicial opinion was in order. His words 
were clean-cut and incisive, and his venera- 
bie look, the universal respect he commands, 
his unimpeachable character and precise 
manner must have added to the judicial 
foree of his utterances. The few words he 
spoke fully justified the proffer of Repub- 
lican fellowship and support to those men of 
the South who seek eseape from the political 
thralldom of the Bourbons, and they can 
hardly fail to be aceepted among the inde- 
pendent thinkers of the South as a promise 
of unfailing encouragement to all phases of 
independent political action which break 
away from the past and point to veritable 
unity under a common flag and with free in- 
stitutions that shall be open to all alike. 
This is the ulterior aim of the movement to 
which Mahone has given impulse and direc- 
tion by the attitude he has taken in the Sen- 


ate. The constitution of the Committees and 


the disposition of the patronage are small 
matters when contrasted with the spread 
and determination of a Southern revolt 
against Southern Bourbonism. 


M’CLELLAN’S VIGOR IN THE WAR. 

The New York Tribune of the lath inst. 
contains a letter written by Clement C. Clay, 
Jr., who was identified with the Jeff Davis 
Administration, to Judah P. Benjamin, then 
the Rebel Secretary of War. The letter was 
written in 1864, and allusion to it has been 
made in our dispatches, but, as it is a docu- 
ment of the highest importance among the 
hitherto unpublished records of the Southern 
Rebellion, we print it in full elsewhere. 

The general substance of this letter Is a 
discussion of the agitation for peace and 
partition of the Union which had been com- 
menced by the Copperheads and the issues 
that were involvedin the Presidential con- 
test of that year, led by Gen. McClellan on 
the Democratic side, and an exposition of the 
plottings of Copperheads in the North and 
Rebels in the South to favor his election. 
The pith of the letter, however, is to be 
found in the sentiments ascribed to Gen. 
MeClellan by his Northern friends in their 
correspondence with the Southern leaders. 
Mr, Clay, the writer, had personally seen the 
leaders in the Chicago Copperhead Conven- 
tion, and a few of their declarations will afford 
sufficient ground for comment. ‘‘ Peace may 
be made with him {McClellan} on terms you 
will accept. At all events he is committed 
by the platform to cease hostilities and try 
negotiation.”” Again: “If McClellan be 
eleeted, the real indebtedness of the Govern- 
ment will be exposed for his own sake and to 
damn the Republicans. The War must stop 
when that is known.” And again: McClel- 
lan will be under the control of the true peace 
men. Horatio or T. H. Seymour is to be the 
Secretary of State, Vallandigham Secretary 
of War. McClellan is privately pledged to 
make peace, even at the expense of separa- 
tion, if the South cannot de induced to re- 
construct any common government.“ 

Gen. McClellan, in an interview with a rep- 
resentative of the Tribune, who called his 
attention to this letter, denies its statements 
so far as they concern himself, and affirms, 
what will be received with astonishment and 
incredulity by loyal men, that he never 
thought for a moment of consenting to peace 
on any terms except’ a complete res- 
toration of the Union, and that it was 
his intention to prosecute the War with all 
the vigor possible! It might be a sufficient 
answer to this astonishing declaration that 
no officer in the Northern army was super- 
seded or suspended who conducted the War 
with any vigor, and the more vigorous the 
Officer, the more firmly he retained his place 
or the more rapidly he went up higher. 

It is all well enough at this late day, when 
events are fading out of recollection, to make 
such a preposterous claim as this, but the 
events of the War are not in consonance 
with it. After the battle of Bull Run, an 
army of] a quarter of a million men was 
placed in his hands. He drilled them through 
the summer, through the fall, and inte the 
winter, but would not fightthem. He was 
repeatedly urged by President Lincoln to 
take the offensive, and as repeatedly failed 
to do so. When at last he got ready to move 
to the front in the spring of 1862, the Rebels 
withdrew. The Rebel army, which he insist- 
ed numbered 200,000 men, at no time ex- 
ceeded 60,000, and he knew it, The terrible 
cannon around Manassas which he 
dreaded so much turned out to be stove- 
pipes and painted logs. Then he marched 
his hosts back to Washington. When urged 
to do something, after eight months of prep- 
aration he moved 150,000 men down to For- 
tress Monroe, then slowly up the York River 
to the Chickahominy swamps. He lay fora 
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nim at every point, and whip the unsupported | 


right wing of his army, under Porter, at 
Gaines’ Mills. Then in a cowardly panic he 
fled down the Chickahominy to Harrison’s 
Landing, on the James River. During the 
seven days’ battles and retreats he was never 
present to direct any of the fighting, but led 
the retreat, and with his staff was the first to 
reach the gunboats and take refuge on them. 
With - 120,000 splendidly-equipped men he 
fled before 74000 ragged Rebels under Lee. 
le exhibited no more vigor or courage 
than a sheep. In this four months’ pusillani- 
mous camPhign he proved that he was either 
a traitor to the Union cause or a blockhead 
and a coward. When he was ordered by the 
President to move his army from Hurrison’s 
Landing to Alexandria, to unite with Pope’s 
forces, he in effect refused for weeks to 
obey orders, but wrote a long Cop- 
perhead letter to Lincoln, instructing 
the President in his political duty.. He dis- 
obeyed orders in not reinforcing Pope, and 
between ‘himself and his Lieutenants, Fitz 
John Porter and. Franklin, he sueceeded in 
nearly destroying Pope’s army, By his 
timidity and slowness he allowed the Rebels 
to capture 12,000 Union troops at Harper's 
Ferry. Instead of following in the rear of 
Lee’s army or passing between its divided 
columns when it invaded Maryland, and thus 
destroying the whole or half of it with his 
overwhelming superiority of force, he 
marched around in front of its advance to 
head it back to Virginia, without hurting it 
more than could be avoided. After fighting 
the drawn battle of Antietam in a dlunder- 
ing manner, and refusing to let his strong 
cavalry or heavy reserve corps fire a shot, be 
refused to let bis army pursue the Rebels 
when they retreatea the second day after the 
battle. He waited until they withdrew out 
of sight and hearing, and, after they had 
crossed unmolested the Potomac, he stopped 
on the ‘northern side of it. No entreaties or 
commands from Lincoln availed to make 
him pursue and fight the Rebels on 
the “sacred soil” of Virginia. When 
commanded to march on a day fixed, he 
coolly telegraphed back that he wanted to 
know how soon he could be supplied with 
4,000 tents. The nexttime that he was ordered 
to move on the enemy he wanted shoes and 
blankets. He always wanted something 
when, he was ordered to make a forward 
movement. He kept bawling for reinforce- 
ments; he had a quarter of a million of men 
under his immediate command, and Lee but 
80,000. Lincoln visited his camp and in- 
spected his muster-rolls, and found 101,000 
men fit for duty at home on leave! And 
when at last he was compelled to move for- 
ward he did so at the rate of from four to six 
miles a day, the Rebels gradually falling 
back. When he came in sight of Lee he 
stopped short. Lee turned round and faced 
him, but was not attacked, and there Mc- 
Clellan would have staid probably until 
doomsday had he not been superseded, He 
was determined not to fight and not to hurt 
the Rebels. When Lee was in Maryland, he 
could have thrown his foree on his rear, cut 
off his retreat, and annihilated him, but in- 
stead of that he took exactly the course, by 
going round in front of the Rebels, that al- 
lowed Lee to return back inte Virginia at 
his leisure laden with spoils and prisoners. 

Gen. Lee knew his man. He knew that 
McClellan was no General; that he was a 
timid, nerveless, brainless Copperhead, who 
wanted slavery saved at all hazards, and the 
Southern Democracy to emerge from the 
War unhurt. He had every reason to know, 
and se did Clay and every other Rebel 
official, that McClellan was playing into their 
hands. His heart was never in the War. He 
never intended to put down the Rebels by 
force. He had but two ideas in his head. 
One was to save slavery and the other to save 
the Southern Democratic party. He would 
take no step that would tend to emancipate 
a slave or that would in any way dis- 
organize or disturb that party. His 
ambition was to get into the Presiden- 
tial chair, when he could have the opportu- 
nity of putting these two ideas inte practical 
operation. He never intended to carry the 
War into the heart of the South, and fight 
slavery or slaveholders. His theory was to 
negotiate with Rebels in arms or coax them 
back on their own terms, and restore the 
Union “as it was” before the Rebellion; and 
this was the man who wrote to Abraham 
Lincoln, from his gunboat on the James, 
dictating to him how to conduct the politics 
ofthe War! This wasthe man whose infi- 
delity, weakness, disobedience, and unsol- 
dierlike conductcost this country at least 
150,000 lives and a billion of dollars, and pro- 
crastinated the Wartwo years. The War is 
not so far distant in the past that Gen. Me- 
Clellan ean stand up and claim to have been 
a loyabman, in favor of the “ vigorous pros- 
ecution ” of the War. 
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HILL ON TREASON AND TRAITORS. 

Ben Hill rose in his rage, in the Senate on 
Monday, and denounced Senator Mahone, of 
Virginia, asa “traitor,” and therefore un- 
worthy of recognition or association by any 
Democrat in the United States. 

Webster defines the term “traitor” to 
mean “one who violates his allegiance and 
betrays his country.“ There are, ail told, 
thirty-six Democrats in the Senate; of these 
there are about twenty-eight who violated 
their allegiance and betrayed their country 
by taking up arms, or otherwise laboring to 
destroy the Government, dismember the 
Union, and, erecting a hostile Government, 
carried on a war for four years. In order to 
enable Mr. Hill and his twenty-seven Demo- 
cratic associates to occupy their seats in the 
Senate, Congress has been compelled to pre- 
pare a special oath of office, they being un- 
able to take the ordinary oath which all per- 
sons who have not been traitors can take. 

And yet Ben Hill rises in his place in the 
American Senate and denounces a “traitor” 
as a “ wretch so mean that he should be held 
in utter contempt by his countrymen, and 
one with whom personal or official associa- 
tion must bedisgraceful.” Looking at things 
as they are, it must strike the majority of 
mankind that Ben Hill’s hatred of treason is 
something “ altogether too lovely, too utter; 
too sublime, and too perfect. It has been a 
long time since treason and traitors have 
been so roughiy handled in the Senate. 
Consideration for the feelings of those around 
them has silenced Republican denunciations 
of traitors. The country has been at war, 
and, as might be expected, the veterans have 
been rewarded with high places in the Sen- 
ate. Among these veterans are many bearing 


heroes, and that the Senate was filled with 
the soldiers and statesman who had success- 
fully baffled treason, preserved the Union, 
abolished slavery, put down the traitors, and 
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of their enemies. How eloquent he was! 
How Jeff Davis would have withered under 
the of the fiery Georgian, and the 
other side must have felt the withering scorn 
with which, speaking for his associates, he 


denounced a traitor as a man utterly un- 


worthy of personal or official recognition by 
gentlemen or by parties. 

How strange was that speech in the light 
of all the tacts! This man Hill, during the 
four years of the War, served as a Senator“ 
in the Congress of traitors that held their 
sessions at Richmond, and devoted his time 
and his abilities to promote the schemes of 
those who had “ violated their allegiance and 
betrayed their country.” His denunctation 
of treason and traitors 6n Monday last was 
not of those whe had borne arms against 
their country and had waged war for its 
destruction. He was simply denouncing as 
infamous beyond description those who had 
“violated their allegiance” to the Demo- 
cratic party! It is but proper to state hat 
IIil himself had oppoged and denounced the 
Democratic party all his life until he joined 
it at Richmond when it raised the fag of 
treason and hauled down that of thecountry. 
From the Congress of traiters at Richmond 
he graduated as a Democrat, and as such was 
sent to the Congress of the United btates, a 
confessed, avowed traitor to his country.

Trichineg and Trichinosls in France. 

The Paris Academy of Medical Science 
held a meeting Feb. 14, 188), and, after a stormy 
debate, came to the conclusion that the use of 
hog- meats, epeciully of the American products, 
us food for human beings should be condemned. 
Au edict on the part of the French Government 
prohibiting the importation of American bog- 
products was the consequence. But the ex- 
citement on this subject created by the sudden 
appearance of trichinogia in Crespy en Valois 
soon supsided, aud on the Ad of February the 
same Academy held another seasion, during 
which three papers were read by eminent 
French physicians, which were diametrically 

to the eonciusions 80 hurried- 
ly and abruptly arrived at by the 
Academy on the Mth of February. 
Prof. Collin, member of the Academy, author of 
the first paper, spoke substantially as foliows: 
(1) Does the salting of pork destroy the trichime 
contained therein? G Is there any process 
known by which trichins can be destroyed? He 
answered both questions in the affirmative, 
stating that by careful salting and thorough 
cooking of the meat the trichipm were destroyed. 
In his opinion the use of American hog- products 
imported to France was harmiess, because the 
excellent salting and the long transportation 
and general delay before they were soid to von- 
sumers destroyed the trichina:, 

The second paper was read by Dr. Davaine, 
also a member of the Academy, who said that 
during the last twenty years ge had made tri- 
chinosis a speciality, and that during this time 
not a single case of the disease, caused by 
American meats, had come under his observa- 
tion. Trichinosis was so seldom in France that 
in the City of Paris more men were killed by the 
failing of 4 brick from the top of a house than by 
that dreadful disease. He plainly asserted that 
the bealth of France did not suffer in the least 
by the importation of American meats, and that 
the Government had made a serious mistake by 
the hasty issuance of its edict prohibiting the 
importation of American hog- products, because 
the lower classes were deprived of a portion of 
their daily food. 

The third paper was written by Dr. Vailin, 
Secretary of the Board of Health of the City of 
Paris, and it demonstrates that all cases of 
trichinosis so far observed in France were 
caused by French hoe-products, and that the 
American article was entirely harmiess. 

During the following debate, Dr. Collin said 
that in the year 1880 thirty-nine million kilo- 
grams of American hog-meats were imported 
into France, and, as it was generally supposed 
that of 100 kilograms of the American — 44 
ucts eight kilograms contained trichinm, K 10. 
000 kilograms of trichine- holding bog-meats 
had been consumed in France, but he bad not 
observed a single case of trichinosis which cOuld 
be ascribed to the use of American meats. 

Dr. Guerin, also a member of the Academy, 
said that the Goverament deserved severe con- 
demnation for causing by its edict of prohibition 
unnecessary fear and appreheusion among the 
people. With much emphasis he stated that the 
use of imported American meats was neither 
injurious to the health nor the life of the French 
people.

Across 
the hall was stretched a blood- 
red banner, with the motto “Sic Semper 
Tyrannis!” while smaller red banners bore 
favorit Communistic mottoes. One had a 
pain of a pair of scales with the inscrip- 
tion, The spirit of the Commune expands 
as the ax of the executioner falls on the necks 
of the martyrs.” Many of those present be- 
longed to the loud-voiced Socialist class, who 
KILL MONARCHS AND OVERTHROW GOVERN- 
MENTS OVER “SCHOONERS” OF BEER, 
but there were scattered here and there men 
of evident fierce determination, who would 
go any length to carry out a purpose. 
J. Schwab called the meeting to 
order, and was chosen Chairman. 
Schwab was, of course, fiery and untamed in 
his remarks, saying, among other things: 
“We assemble today to rejoice over the 
death of a great tyrant, who had checked 
all progress in Russia, and stifled the 
spirit of the nineteenth century.” 
After venting his high-pressure, Commu- 
nistic oratory, Schwab introduced Citizen 
Victor Drury, who howled himself hoarse 
in arraigning Secretary Blaine for condoling 
with the Russian Government, and gave vent 
to undying hatred of the Czar.

CONVERSATION WITH EX-MINISTER CURTIN.

When I was at St. Petersburg, the feeling 
among the educated and intelligent people 
was one of great fear of the time when the 
present Czar should succeed to power. 
He was considered to be a reformer by those 
best able to judge, and it was feared that 
when he had the power he would put 
en the iron hand of dispotic rule to 
a very great extent. In personal appearance 
he was not at all like his father, the late 
Czar.” 

What effect will the change have on the 
prospects of peace in Europe?“ 

“It will hasten a general war, in my opin- 
ion. The present Empress is, or was when 
I knew her, 

VERY BITTER TOWARDS GERMANY. 
It was said she even went so far as to re- 
fuse to wear anything that was made there, 
because of the fact that the Emperur William 


had taken by force two of te 
most important Provinces in her 
father’s Kingdom. With this  feel- 


ing, it would not surprise me to see Rus- 
sia the ally of France in a conflict against 
Germany, that would undoubtedly arise 
if Greece and Turkey declare war. 
Russia and Germany have deen 
in sympathy with each other on the Eastern 
question. But new it will be but natural for 
the former to assist the King of Greece, 
because he is the brother of the Empress of 
Russia. 
GREECE 
has been very actively engaged of late in 
warlike preparations. If war is declared, it 
is probable that France will immediately 
ally herself with Russia as an entering 
wedge for declaring war against Germany. 
Such is my belief. Should it take place, I 
think it would be bad for America, be- 
cause a general European war could not 
be otherwise. 1 do not think 
the assasination will affect the relations be- 
tween. Russia and this country, because I 
know the present Czar was very friendly to 
us. It will undoubtedly stop all reforms in 
that country for some time to come.“

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

BERLIN, March 15—A morning journal 
professes to give the French proposal to be 
submitted to the Monetary Conference as the 
basis of diseussion. It takes the form of a 
draft of a convention, in eleven articles, ac- 
cording to which the consentmg parties 
would eonstitute themselves a bimetatic 
union. Each member would permit unlim- 
ited coinage of goid and silver in proportion- 
ate value,—1 to i544. It would be optional 
for the contracting countries to alter or re- 
tain the coinage of dollars, francs, pounds, 
or marks. Any person would hate the right 
of gratuitous coinage in any of the countries, 
or the immediate exchange of coin for bull- 
ion, at deducting not exceeding 62 per $1,000, 
gold and silver coins to be legal-tender on 
the State coining them; each Government 
to settle the quantity and quality of its own 
issue; the acceptance of silver to begin the 
same day in all consenting countries; the 
Convention to remain in force until the year 
1900; and if net announced the year before 
that date, this fact to constitute a tacit re- 
newal until the year 1910, and so un for 
periods of ten years.

Shippers are to furvish raiiroad agents 
with a bill giving the actual or published cl assi- 
fication of weights in each car, or the gross 
weight of the consignment when more than one 
car is required to carry the same. Neglect to 
do this, or an understatement of weight on the 
part of the shipper, are to forteit to the 
corporagion 
for the distance transported. 
REBATES, DIRECT OR INDIRECT, 

are forbidden. and a change of rates prohibited, 
except after three days’ notice, under penalty of 
a fine of from $400 to $1,000. The bill is gener- 
ous enough in its provisions regarding fines. In 
addition to the foregoing, any railroad company, 
or any of its agents or employés, neglecting to 
perform any required duty or violating any of 
the provisions of this act is liable to a fine of 
from $50 to $300. 

Collins, of Wil} introduced a bill to reduce the 
rates for five-days’ storage from one and one- 
half to one cent per bushel. 

SECOND READING. 

The House then got back to the regular order 
of bills on second reading. 

The first measure tackled was the tooth-car- 
penters’ bill, providing for some more State Board 
machinery, to. The prevailing opinion seemed 
to be that the business of regulating profes- 
sions had gone about far enough, and that it 
was time to put on the brakes ‘and shut off 
steam. The result was that the enacting clause 
went out by a vote of 52 to . 

THE PROUIBITION ELEMENT 
sputtered and fumed a bit over Paisley's bill au- 
thorizing County Boards to nt licenses to 
druggists to seli intoxicating liquors in quanti- 
ties less than a gallon on the strength of a phy- 
sician’s prescription. The bill was carefully 

arded so as to pronibit County from 
ssuing such licenses in any incorated city, town, 
or village where the corporate authorities bave 
the right to 2 regulate, or 1 the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, and a 
for license was required to have a moral 
character. The prohibiuon people o it 
for fear it would turn the drug-stores into tip- 

ling-places and interfere wi ‘local-option 
non and the other element, including 
Kroli, of Cook, a saloonkeeper himself, op- 
it because it would interfere with the 
saloonkeeping craft. Paisley said he was happy 
to witness the nuptials between the two ele- 
ments. The only reason he could see for op- 
posing the biil was a desire to drive people who 
wanted whisky for medicinal purposes into the 
towns for it, and thus get up a sort of a corner 
on the article. 

With these two elements arraigned against 
the bili it was caught between the upper and 
nether millstone, the enacting clause 
knovked out by a vote of 55 to 4. 

The House then took a recess until the after- 
noon hour.

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ADULTERATION. 

The consideration of Chisholm’s bill to pre- 
vent the adulteration of food, drink, and arti- 
cles of medicine, and the sale of such articies 
when adulterated, took up the first baif-hour of 
the afternoon’y session. e bill was amen 
by striking out atl references to glucose, iu or- 
der to give the glucose element, who claim that 
their product is not deleterious to bealth, the 
benefit of the doubt, and to leave to the jury the 
question whether it is deleterious or vot. The 
bill was killed in the Senate on account of this 
very section, and the idea is to send it over to 
the higher body from the House in a shape 
which will secure its passage. Another amend- 
ment struck out the section in ard to in- 
formers. The bill was then o to third 
reading. 

ACCIDENTS BY GAS. 

The bill introduced by Wright, of Boone, to 
prevent accidents by gas, by requiring proprie- 
tora ot hotels., lodging - houses, etc., to uttach a 
card with printed iustructions to gas brackets, 
was amended so as to let out places where gas 
is lit and extinguished by electricity. In this 
shape it went to third reading. 


ANTIF-POOLING. 

The Railroad Committee's substitute for Me- 
Williams’ Pool bill was read a second time, and a 
flood of amendments poured in. McWilliams 
himself had one, designed to meet the objection 
that the State cannot regulate inter-state com- 
merce. It simply inserted the words in this 
State after the prohibition against railroads 
receiving money for passengers or freight not 
actually transported over their line or the lines 
they rate, and wus readily adopted. 

Durfee, of Macon, offered an amendment pro- 
hibiting corporations, bome or foreign, from 
eritering into combinations for the pu of 
rs, niform prices on manufactured articies. 

McWilliams op the amendment. and 
stated that he bad drawn the bill very carefulty, 
and that it didn’t need any such doctoring. 

Herrington, of Kane, said there was a rumor 
that the gentieman hadn't anything to do with 
drawing the bill. 

McWilliams was about to get back at him 
when the Speaker shut off the threatened per- 
sonalities. 

Durfee remarked that if McWilliams was in 
earnest in his war on monopolies he wouldn't 
— with the railroads, but would go for them 
all.

After further talk the amendment was knocked 
out of time by a viva voce vote, loud enough to

He thinks a majority of the Northern 
will oppose bim on the issue he has made. t 
may support him ou that be desires to make. It 
is thought that he wili send Commissioners to 
Richmond in order to develop the ultimatum of 
our Government. 

If he it seems to me our true policy is not 
to make such development or to receive Com- 
missioners unless they come duly accredited to 
make and in that event to demand their 
condi s and respond to them, without sug- 
gesting ours. It is well enough to let the North 
and European nations believe that reconstruc- 
tion is not im ible. It will inflame the spirit 
of ce in North, and will encourage the 
2 + England and France tor 
and treat witb us. 

Most of our true friends from the Chicago 
Convention whom I saw thought it would be 
very unwise ip the South to do an thing tend- 
ing to the defeat of McClellan. ey argued 
thus: Pence may be made with him on terms 

ou will accept. t all events, he is committed 
— the platform to cease hostilities and try ne- 
gotiation. That is a great concession from bim 
and the War Democracy. An armistice will in- 
evitably result in peace,—the War cannot be re- 
newed if once stopped even for a short time. 
The North is satistied that war cannot restore 
the Union and will destroy their own liberties 
and independence if prosecuted much longer. 
II McClellan be elected, the real indebt- 
edness of the Government will be exposed, for 
bis own sake and to damn the Republicans. The 
War must stop when that is known. (Judge 
Black says it is not now less than five thousand 
millions, and such is the common opjpior ex- 
tome.) “ Again, your showing a pref- 
erence for McClellan will aid him, increase 
the desire and disposition for peace ion the 
North, and will foster the revolutionary spirit 
in the Northwest in case of Lincoln's. election ,— 
which may be effected by force or fraud. 
platform means ce, unconditionally,—Val- 
landigham and Weller framed it. It is recog- 
nized as satisfactory by neariy all the delerates 
at the Convention, and by the New York News 
and other peace papers. McC. will be under the 
control of the true peace men. Horatio or T. H. 
Seymour is to be the Secretary of State, Val- 
landigham Secretary of War. McC. is privately 
pledged to make peace even at the expense of 
separation, if the South cannot be induced to 
reconstruct any common Government.” 

— also assure me that the speeches and the 
prevailing sentiment of the people at Chicago 
were for peace, unconditionally. And this was 
the impression of the escaped prisoners there— 
of whom there were near seventy—with whom I 
have conversed. They say McC. was nominated 
for his availability. . 

On the other hand, some of our friends ex- 
press a hope that Lincoln will be.elected on 
these grounds: That McC. hus, at West Point 
and Ticoneroga, declared for war till the Union 
is restored, and can accept peace only with re- 
union; that be can raise an army and money to 
carry on the War, but Lincoln cannot; that the 
Republicans will sustain him in making war, and 
in addition to them many Democrats; that he 
will infuse ne life, hopes, and vigor into the 
War party: that foreign nations will wait long- 
er on bim than on Lincoln before intervening or 
recognizing the South; that the platform is in 

and does not 
commit him to 
Union; that Valiandi 
promise of a seat in 
coln's election will oduce revolution In the 
Northwest, McClellan's will not.“ 

Such are the arguments, briefly stated, of the 

ace men who support or who oppose McClel- 
an's election. Perhaps our true policy. is to 
keep our own pose and let the so-called Peace 
parse of the North have no excuse for laying its 

feat at our door if Lincoln should be reélect- 
ed. By declaring for Lincoln rather than Me- 
Clellan we may drive the friends of the latter 
into a oy of bostiliey to us as implacable 
and bitter as that of the Republicans. Yet, 
since reading McUiellan’s letter of acceptance, 
I see uo reason for preferrimg him to Lincoln. 
Jam induced to think. trom the intimations of 
peace papers and of individuals, that there 
will be a considerable minority of the Democra- 
vy of the North who will not vote for McClellan, 
and that they may put up some other candidate. 
His nomination has not n as cor- 
dially as was anticipated and the Republicans 
are evidentiy in better spirits than were 
before the Convention at Chicago. Perhaps the 
fall of Forts Gaines and Morgan and of Atlanta 
may bave caused the apparent change of feel- 
ing inthe North. Itis thought those events 
caused McClellan to ignore the platform, or the 
construction given it by the unconditional 
peuce men,in his letter of acceptance. I re- 
member that Dr. Mackay said, during bis visit 
bere, about three weeks since, that the North- 
ern people were as unstable and capricious as 
spoiled children, and that, although a large ma- 
ority seemed resolved on , the capture of 
ichmond or Atlanta would cause most of them 
to renew their shouts for war. Oertainly they 
are greatly encouraged by these captures and 
seem persuaded that the end of the. Rebellion“ 
is near at band. 

Republican papers now urge Lincoln to 
employ ali ot his navy, if necessary, to seal u 
the port of Wilmington; which, they say, wi 
cut us off from all foreign supplies, and soon ex- 
haust our means of carrying on the War. 

You may look with confidence to an attack on 
Fort Fisher ere long. I bave been frequently 
asked by men of Southern birth, residmg in the 
North, whose desire for an independence I do 
not doubt, whether we could su an army 
22 after the port of Wilmington was 
sen 

Upon the whole I am confirmed ig the opinion 
lentertained and often expressed before com- 
ing here,—that the peace feeling of the North 
fluctuates with the vicissitudes of the War, in- 
creasing with their reverses and diminishing 
with ours. They wül not consent to peace with- 
out reunion while they believe they can subju- 
gate us. 

As to revolution in the Northwest, or any- 
where in the United States, I am growing s kep- 
tical. The men who gers us strongest assur- 
ances of the purpose o “Sons of Liberty 
rush to arms it any other illegal arrest was 
made, or any other abuse of private rights com- 
mitted, are now in prison or fugitives in Canada. 
Their homes have been broken open, their 
arms and private papers seized, and other 
wrong done them, without exciting any- 
thing more than a feeble protest ir 
friends. The people who would resist such out- 
rages aeed a leader, and I fear taey will not find 
vne. Many of them would join our army if they 
could get to it, but they may be forced into that 
of our enemy. They would resist the draft if 
they were not deterred by the large police force 
that is sent to enforce it.

EXTORTING CONFESSIONS. 
JUDGE MORAN REBUKES THE PRACTICE. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday morning, in 
the trig] of Charles Pemm, a boy about 16 years 
of age,on the charge of robbery, Judge Moran 
took occasion to read the police a lecture which 
it is hoped will bear fruit. The facts im the case 
appeared to be that the lad had been employed 
as a runner fora European hotel on Sberman 
street, and for being drunk and unable to at- 
tend to his duties he was in February discharged. 
A short time after bis discharge the landlady 
missed some money which she bad kept under 
her piliow, and suspected Pemm and caused him 
to be arrested. 

He was taken to the Central Station by Officer 
Murphy, and was, be says, set upon for a confes- 
sion. He was told by the officer that several 
persons hud witnes: the theft (which was nut 
true), and that the best thing he could do would 
be to make a cleun breast of it, as be was to 
have immunity if he would tell where the money 
was, and, besides, the landiady bad promised him 
$50 and protection. He was worked upon in this 
way. being drunk at the time, until be was final- 
ly induced to send for a sou of the landiady, to 
whom he tacitly agreed to confess. When the 
sun arrived he besitated to say anything to bim, 
—to confess to a crime of which be was not 

guilty,—whereupon the officer again pounced 
upon him, and by threat and promise, it ap- 
ars, finally extorted a statement from him. 

e was made to say that he had taken the money 
and given it toone Gallagher, and it he 

arrested the money would be found 

Gallagher was promptly ar- 

course, but nothing was 

pon bim & to his 

guilt, and the searching of Pemm was also with- 

out result. officer, however, was satistied 

that he had made a cage, and, relying upon the 

confession he had exturted from the accuse, he 

fcllowed them unrelentingly, bad them both 

bound over to the Grand Jury, and subsequent- 
ly indicted. 

The charge against Gallagher was beard Mon- 
day, and he was at once discharged, and the 
charge against Pemm was heard yesterday, and 
he was also discharged, there not being.a par- 
ticle of evidence against him except the con- 
fession which the officer acknowledged having 
extorted from him by promises and threats. The 
case was beard without a jury, and in passing 
upon it the Court severely condemned the 
vonduct of the . officer, said that 
it was apparent to bim that unfair 
means bad been resorted to to make a 
case against the poor boy. Such zeal was, de 
went on to say, unbecoming an officer of the 
law, because it was in the wrong direction. To 
start vith. there had been no evidence against 
either of the accused upon which it would bave 
been possible to hold them, and even if the boy 
Pemm had been guilty of the larceny he could 
not have been legally convicted on a confession 
extorted from bim, as he was satistied had been 
the case. It was no part of an officer's duty to 
oppress a prisoner, overpower him, or to attempt 
to extort a confession of guilt from him when 
once in bis claws, but. on the contrary, it was 
his duty to tell bim the truth and protect him 
from being frightened into falsifying: nor was 
ithis business to “ make a ense,“ to thrown 
out of court when it was broughtin. Justice to 
those accused of crime, and to the public at 
large as well, demanded that the manufacturing 
of cases by the police authorities should be done 
away with, and the sooner there was a reform 
in this direction the be: ter.

man remarked that when he was in London last 
summer be was surprised to see that wooden 
pavements were ing laid entirely. and 
on inquiring of Mr. Haywood, the Chief 
Eogineer of the city, he was informed 
that this course had been taken because it 
had been tound that it was the pavement best 
adapted to horse traffic. It had been ascertained 
from actual count, by men stationed for that 
purpose, that fewer accidents to horses ba 
pened on this pavement than on any other. 0 
Wus also struck with the thorough manner in 
which the work was done. In Chicago it seemed 
to him that pavements were laid as badly as they 
could be. The English methed is to lay a 
foundation of concrete six inchesin depth, atter 
which the blovks, all of uniform size, are laid 
half an inch apart, the interval being regulated 
by means of slips. The interstices are then 
filled up with concrete, and a layer of what is 
termed Thames ballast.“ is laid over all. The 
wood used for the blocks in London is pine, 
which is brought from Norway and Sweden. 

Mr. A. W. Wrieht, Superintendent of Con- 
struction North Chicago City Railway, stated 
that be had just returned froma trip to Cincin- 
nati, Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, and New York, and had taken the opinion 
of over thirty Presidents and Superintendents 
of street railroads, all of whom thought that the 
best pavement for horses was one composed of 
selected cobble-stones. It was estimated 
that where this was used horses would last 25 
per cent longer. With the present Nicolson 
pavement a horse lasted on an average four 
years, and has to be shod two or three times a 
month. Again. cobble-stones are easier going 
fora horse. On wooden pavements he has to 
keep every muscle on a strain to keep from 
slipping, but as soon ashe gets on toa stone 
pavement he limbers up” and goes at bis ease. 

After some remarks From Mr. W. 8. McHarg 
and others, the meeting adjourned. 


THE TAX ON DEPOSITS. 
ARE THERE ANY DEDUCTIONS ALLOWED? 

Mr. Loeweuthal. the President of the Luterna- 
tional Bank, in his interview published in Tus 
TRIBUNE of Sunday, explains the apparent dis- 
crepancy between his returns made to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, and the Clearing- 
House reports by referring to certain deduc- 
tions which he says are customary. His return 
of deposits to the Collector has never been over 
$600,000, while a recent examinaticn of the bauk 
made by another bank officer showed that the 
deposits were in the neighborhood of $2,000,000. 
The law im poses a tax of one twenty-fourth of 
1 per cent per month on all deposits, making no 
reservations whatever. Mr. wenthnal ex- 
plained the apparent deficiency in his returns 
oF saying that it was customary to deduct mar- 

n deposits, cashier's checks, certified checks, 
collections, and Clearing-House checks, This, 
he alleged, was proper and allowed by law and 
custom. 

Inquiries were made by a reporter of a num- 
ber of bankers yesterday, and they all without 
exception stated that, as they understood the 
law, ali deposits of every character must be re- 
turned as taxable. he only possible sug- 
gestions made oy any of these binkers 
was in the case of Clearing-House checks 
and collections which do not represent 
a tability of the bank >» its credit- 
ors or depositors. They all affirmed that 
no such deductions as made by Mr. Loewenthal 
were customary, and it was stated that the with- 
drawal of the International Bank from the 
Clearing-House was caused by this system of 
making returus. 

Coliector Harvey had never heard of such de- 
ductions. As he underst ihe system, each 
bank every night drew balance of the total 
amount due by it to its depositors, however rep- 
resented, and from the total for the month the 
monthly average is found and entered upon the 
return made to the Collector. The experts will 
be set to work on the books of the International 
Bank within afew days, and upon their report 
will the decision as to whether a crini- 
inal prosecution will follow. Other State and 
privute banks are said to be in the habit of con- 
ducting their revenuc business in the same 
manner.

Furthermore, this 
plethora of loanable funds receives new acces- 
sions from Europe every time our money mar- 
ket grows a little stringent. Suppose to this, 
then, we add earnings on our railroads, which 
give promise of even higher dividends, and one 
readily sees why the oft-predicted panic is not 
realized. 


The outfiow of money for April settlements, 
according to the New York Tribune, is the only 
cause of probable depletion of reserves in the 
stock market. From March 13, 1880, to April 3, 
the New York banks lost $4,258,000 in gold, and 
$804,900 in currency. Into the channels of cir- 
culation throughout the country have been 
poured, during the past year, not less than 
$50,000,000 goid, $7,500,000 silver, and $52,400,000 
paper currency; in all nearly $103,000,000. It 
does not seem probable, therefore, that the de- 
mand to supply sny temporary want in the in- 
terior will be as great as it was one year ago.

$5,000,000, the banks have $1,000,000 in gold from 
abroad already here, $2,000,000 more on the way, 
to be received within a week, and the assurance ~ 
that the Treasury will take $5,000,000 or 810,000.

A 3 FRESHET FEARED. 
Spectac Dispatch to The Chicago Tribus 

MANITOWOC, March 16.— The coming spring 
freshet is causing some serious apprehensions 
among all of our shipbuilders and vessel-men 
for the safety of their interests. The shipyards 
are built on low, flat ground, scarcely three feet 
above the river at its medium hight, and it 
seems as though, when the immense amount of 
snow now on the ground melts away, they must 
be flooded, and great loss inevitable. It is esti- 
mated that Rand & Berger alone have fully 
$40,000 worth of ship-timber piled in their yard, 
and each of the other builders has a consider- 
able amount also. In addition to this, each of 
the partially finished vessels on the stocks is 
threatened with destruction, and every man 
who can use a calking-iron and mallet is at work 
on the bottoms of those which have received 
their planking, to get them ready to float. But 
the steam-barge being built by Mr. Richards, 
and the small schooner Mr. Bock is building, can 
hardly be got in readiness before the freshet 
comes down. 

It is said that considerable uneasiness is felt 
by the owners and lessees of the dry-dock, be- 
cause ithas been in poor condition for some 


time; and itis now feared thatit may cave in. 
But this fear, it would seem, is from over- 
anxiety, as its outward appearance, to a casual 


observer, is good and substantial. 
Above the Main street bridge are the follow- 
ing craft: Schooners C. Luling, Guido Pfister, 


Tempest, E. M. Porteh, City of Woodstock, Ellen 
Stevenson, and other small ones; also the scows 
Felicitous, Success, and Nellie and Annie, and 
the steamers Corona, Sheboygan, and the United 
States revenue cutter Andrew Johnson. When the 
deluge comes many of these vessels will proba- 
biy be wrenched from their moorings and car- 
ried down the river to the bridges below. What 
the result would be ofa jam of vessels lodged 
against the strong abutments of Main street 
bridge, with logs, uprooted trees, ship- timber. 
1 of country bridges, and large blocks of ice 
yur feet or more in thickness, rushing down the 
stream and striking them with all the force that 
can be given by a builing, seething torrent, can 
perhaps be better imagined than described. 

It is said that Rand & Berger propose scuttiing 
the schooner Pfister and letting her sink to the 
bottom of the river into more comparative 
safety. She now lies right in the middie of the 
channel, in a position to receive the full force 
of the torrent. It is proposed that the city and 
vessel- men join together and cut a channel up 
the river so that the vessels may be brought 
down, the former tor the safety of the bridges, 
which certainly stand in great danger from the 
vessels above, and the latter for the safety of 
their respective craft. But this would be no 
small undertaking, as the ice is still solid and of 
unusual thickness. The snow is now fully five 
feet deep on a level, and when converted into 
water will be equal to from fourteen to sixteen 
inches of rainfall. This immense amount of 
water will all fod its way directly to our streams, 
as the ground was so thoroughly saturated with 
rain and frozen so solidly before any snow fell 
last fall that it can absorb — 9 littie, if any, of 
it; and it does not seem possibie that it can be 
carried off without damage.

MANTTOWOC SHIPBUILDING. 
Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 

Manrrowoc, Wis., March 14.—The shipyards 
at this port have exhibited this winter some- 
thing of their old-time activity, more work hav- 
ing been done than during any previous winter 
since 1873. Eight new craft areon the stocks 
in the course of construction, and one just 
finished is ready to be launched when the ice 
goes. 

Capt. Jonah Richards’ yard presents a very 
lively appearance, there being three new craft 
going up with considerabie rapidity... The first 
is a large double-decked steam-barge, which he 
is building for himself, 194 feet long over all, 
thirty-two feet beam,and cighteen anda haif 
feet hold. The frames are all up, and the plank- 
ing wil be done in a week or ten days. She will 
be ready to be launched in about a month, when 
she will be towed to Detroit to receive her ma- 
chinery, which is being built by De Groff & Co. 
She is intended for the iron-ore trade, between 
Escanaba and Chicago, and will tow the new 
barge May Richards, which was built by Mr. 
Richards here last fall. She will be 
called the Reuben Richards, after the 
owner and b uilder’s second son, will have a car- 
rying capacity of 80v tons, and will cost when 
completed $58,000. She will be commanded by 
Capt. John Gilbraith, formerly of the Henry C. 
Richards, and lately of the A. P. N ichols, ‘The 
work is being dune under the direction of Mr. 
James Butler, of Manitowoc, which is a sufficient 
guarantee of its thoroughness and excellent 
character. 

The next is a steam-yacht, being buiit for 
John Wrabetz, of Kewaunee, by James Butler. 
the contract of which calis for its completion on 
the ist day of oy * The dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Forty feet long over all, ten feet beam, 
and four feet hold. She will be usea for ex- 
cursion purposes, and will cost when complete 
between $1,100 and $1,200. 

Mr. Butler is also building a small schooner for 
bimseif and James Sufferan, of this place. Di- 
mensions: Seventy feet keel, twenty feet beam, 
and six feet hold. Her frames are up, and 
planking nearly done. Will be ready by the 
opening of navigation. She is intended for the 
coast trade, wood and lumber, and will cost 
when complete $3,100. She will be sailed by 
Capt. James Sufferan, of Manitowoc. 

anson & Scove are building a small schooner 
for Capt. Paul Nelson, of Manitowoc, after the 
Same molds as the one being built by Mr. 
Butier, except that she will be three feet longer. 
She is partly planked and the deck frames are 
in. Contract price, $3,200; to be ready at the 
opéning of navigation. 

Hanson & Scove are also figuring with Chicago

Rand & Berger are building a tow-barge for 
the Menominee Barge-Line Company. of Chi- 
cago, from the same molds uzed in the construc- 
tion of the isaac Sliverson, built by them last 
year.
